And likewise to earnestly and consistently oppose all tilings 
that are not for the good of the cotinty as a whole. 



COUNCIL NEEDS TO USE ITS BSAIN 

While the members of our city council come in for much rather 
severe criticism for some of their foolish and baby acts, it must be 
admitted that the members of council have brains and some of the 

officials know how to use tlieui. From past performances it appeai-s 
that they are making little use of their power to think and if they 
are not to close their term with a record unequaled by any pre- 
ceding council for foolishness, they must awaken, and, casting aside 
their sheer foolishness, get down to real business. 

The record for all past bodies of any sort, was broken last week 
when the Police Committee, a standing eommitt. ,- of eoiiiKil. toi>k 
the bit in its own mouth, held a meeting and heard testimony in an 
alleged case of failing to do his duty on the part of a member of 
the police force. 

The members of this committee sat as a court to trj- the official 
against whom no charges had been officially file?., before the matter 
had ever been referred to the conuuittee by council. Not considering 
the merits of the case against the policeman, it is certainly eommg 
to a pretty pass when any ol^licial, without due process, can be jerked 
before a committee for an investigation before any charges have luen 
filed against him. 

The members of this committee who attended this supposed-to-be 
committee meeting certainly did not use their thinking power before 
being drawn into such a gathering as they held. Do not the six 
members of council who compose this committee, know that no com- 
mittee has any authority unless that authority is delegated to the 
committee by council? Do they not know that the committee had 
no right whatever to review this ease until the ease was properly 
presented to Council by the Mayor and tlien referred to tlie com- 
mittee by Council ? If they claim they do not know this, they admit 
a weakness that shrould disqualify them from the high position they 
now hold and if they claim that they knew they had no authority 
to hear the case, what excuse can they oflEer for going into the mat- 
ter, hearing witnesses and citing the questioned policeman to appear 
before them? 

These six men certainly know that their eomniitttc is a part of, 
and a servant of. City Council. They certainly know that their com- 
mittee is not delegated with blanket powers to jerk in an officer and 
go through the form of a trial on every street report that may gain 

circulation. 

The Police Committee had no authority whatever to proceed as 
they did proceed in this case. They obtain authority to investigate 
such eases only after that authority is given them by the whole of 
council. The case must come into their hands from council as a 
whole. No committee of council can act without si)i'cifie authority 
from Council so to act No official can be cited for trial until formal 
charges are filed before the whole of Council by the Mayor. 

"We are informed that this Ls the second time that the Police 
Committee has acted in this manner and we are surprised that otH- 
oials have permitted such usurpation of powers and that the Council, 
men continue such foolish, unlawful and kiddish manners of con- 
ducting the city's affairs.

A portion of the 
Kentucky wheat crop Is s ceded on 
corn ground, part of it after tobacco, 
co\vpc;ifi aii(i snylicans and a part of 
il after whiMt. oata or clover, u which 
case the land must be titOkea Satf pre- 
p.ired licfore seeding. 

When land is broken tor wheat, the 
plowing should be done early in the 
season. This gives time for the soil to 
settle and become firm, this point be- 
ing especially important since wheat 
does not thrive in a freshly prepared, 
loose seedbed. VHiore wheat follows 
oats, the plowing should be done Im- 
demiately after the oats crop is re- 
moved. As soon as It has been plowed, 
the soil should be harrowed and work- 
ed down to a firm bed.

This is seen by soil speciallBtn at the 
culloge as a marked step toward soli 
improvement In view of the tact that 
limestone and acid phosphate, when 
Ubed on the state's soil experiment 
fields, repoatedl/ have demonstrated 
their ability to increase crop yields 
on pracUcally all types of soil found 
In Kentucky. 

Grayson county farmers have made 
ai rangemonu to use at least ',600 tons 
of Imestone this fall, more than 90 
per cent of which will be used In con- 
nection with acid phosphate. County 
Agent R. W. Scearce says. Applica- 
tions will be made at the rate of two 
loiis of limestone and 300 pounds of 
I'liu.-phate an acre. It is expected that 
at least 5uo acres will be limed in the 
county. 

Ill lleiulerson county, farmer.s ha. e

Fsnnera in 
one oommunlty of Oldham county have 
made arrangementa for a earload of 
itone which will be used on wheat and 
clover demonstrations to be conducted 
on 16 different farms. County Agent 
aordon B. Nance says. 

A number ot Union county farmers 
are obtaining good results by using 
limestone. County Agent L. C. Urewer 
asys. One of them, S. W. Blue, who 
lives near .Morganfielil, is planning to 
use two carloads each year on his 
arm fo rthe next five years.
